Bu t 
as in o ther areas that 
aro u se th eir so cial co n cern , 
they all to o easilv 
ju mp fro m v alidity 
to v acuo usness by demand­ 
in g th at ROTC be abo lished entirely o r that 
academic credits no lo nger be giv en fo r it. 
In th e n ame o f freedo m o r humanity , no t 
o n ly wo u ld th ey 
depriv e o ther students o f this 
p articu lar edu catio n al o r career o ptio n 
but 
wo u ld den y th e o fficer ran k s o f 
the co u n try 's 
armed fo rces th at desirab le civ ilian “ flav o r­ 
in g ” wh ich ROTC g radu ates h av e traditio n ally 
p ro v ided 
Th ey wo u ld n o t b y an y 
means strike a crip­ 
p lin g b lo w at militarism 
o r the military , wh ich 
co u ld alway s pro duce all the o fficers it n eeds

lo wer the quality o f leadership 
in th e military . 
As Gen . William C. Westmo relan d rem ark ed 
recen tly . “ It wo u ld b e a disaster to h av e o u r 
men led b y ig n o ramu ses. 
It is essential to 
h av e th e ROTC co n tin u e 
to turn o u t the ty pe 
o f edu cated o fficers th at we need.” 
It may co me as a surprise to campus ac­ 
tiv ists to learn th at th ey 
ho ld no patent o n 
an timilitarism. Th at, to o , is an o ld American 
traditio n — at least as o ld, in the case o f ROTC, 
as th e first Mo rrill Act in 186 2 that autho rized 
th e estab lish men t o f 
land-grant co lleges, at 
wh ich th e stu dy o f m ilitary 
sciences “ was no t 
to b e ex clu ded.” Th e 
reco rd o f o ne such insti­ 
tu tio n serv es as an illu stratio n . 
As far b ack as 1925, there was a mo v ement

Home Rule Principle Ignored 


If the Ohio Senate had its way , 91 per cent o f 
this state’s po pulatio n will hav e fluo ridated wa­ 


ter whether it is wanted o r no t. 
The Senate appro v ed a bill 23-10 Wednesday 
that wo uld require all water supplies serv ing 
20.000 o r mo re perso ns be fluo ridated by J an. 1, 
19 71, and tho se serv ing 5,000 to 20,000 by J an. 1, 
197 2. 


Presently , nbo ut 4 2 per cent o f Ohio ’s po pula­ 
tio n has fluo ridated water which was appro v ed 
by referendum in indiv idual co mmunities. 
The Senate-passed measure no w go es to the 
Ho use where, ho pefully , representativ es will 
sho w mo re appreciatio n fro m ho me rule than 
did many o f Ohio ’s senato rs. 
Sens. Ralph S. Regula, R-Nav arre, Michael J . 
Malo ney , R-7 Cincinnati, and Ro bin T. Turner,

R-14 Mario n, v o iced stro ng o ppo sitio n to the 
fluo ridatio n bill. 


All three co ntend the bill v io lates the princi­ 
ple o f ho me rule because it depriv es citizens o f 
the right to make their o wn decisio n o n the 
matter. 
In additio n, Sen. Regula po inted o ut that ad­ 
v antages o f fluo ridatio n can be o btained in 
way s o ther than thro ugh a city ’s water supply , 
and it is cheaper to hav e a dentist apply fluo r­ 
ide to teeth than to add it to drinking water. 
The GOP senato r also questio ned the wisdo m 
o f fluo ridating an entire water sy stem at co n­ 
siderable co st when it suppo sedly is beneficial 
o nly to children. 
The Ho use is faced with the o ppo rtunity o f re­ 
sto ring dignity to the ho me-rule principle by re­ 
jecting the mandato ry fluo ridatio n bill.

Russia Bids for Support

On J une 5 the So v iet leaders will finally 
achiev e their lo ng-so ught ambitio n with the 
o pening o f the wo rld Co mmunist co nference 
in Mo sco w. 
Ev er sin ce 19 6 3 . ev en b efo re th e fall o f Nik ita 
Kh ru sh ch ev , th e Kremlin h as cajo led Marx ist- 
Leninists to b rin g ab o u t th e meetin g . Bu t still 
to day th e p erv adin g atmo sp h ere amo n g man y 
Co mmu n ists p arties in West Eu ro p e an d Asia 
is o ne o f relu ctan ce an d a desire to b e rid o f 
th e thing. 
There seems little co nfidence ev en amo ng 
Mo sco w’s partisans that the meeting will pro ­ 
duce wo rthwhile results, let alo ne Co mmun st 
unity . 
Mao Tse-tung has already deno unced it as a 
“ rev isio nist pro v o catio n” designed to pro mo te 
Russia’s imperialist aims. 
To emphasize that Red China is a wo rld po w­ 
er no t to be igno red and that Co mmunist unity 
is a my th, he is escalating military skirmishes 
in the strategic Ili Valley in Sinkiang, which 
co mmands the appro aches to the heart o f So ­ 
v iet Central Asia. 


ACCORDING TO REPORTS fro m Mo sco w 
which are pro bably based o n o fficially inspir­ 
ed leaks, Chinese tro o ps hav e ev en cro ssed the 
Russian bo rder near Sinkiang and are no w 
o ccupy ing nearly 15 square miles o f the So v iet 
Republic o f Kazakhstan. 
This may be So v iet pro paganda, like the re­ 
po rts abo ut Chinese atro cities in the recent 
fighting o n the Ussuri Riv er in Manchuria. 
It is o bv io usly in Mo sco w’s interest to de­ 
pict the Chinese as trigger-happy barbarians. 
The Russians ho pe that the Red co nc'av e w.ll 
reassert their do minant po sitio n amo ng faith­ 
ful Leninists and “ ex co mmunicate Mao ’s ’’Pe­ 
king clique” fro m the wo rld Co mmunist mo v e­ 
ment. This wo uld, o f co urse, sanctio n So v iet 
effo rts to subv ert China’s regime. 
But it is do ubtful whether the Kremlin’s un­ 
easy leaders can achiev e their aim. It is no t 
ev en certain ho w many Co mmunist parties will 
take part in the co nference. A similar interna­ 
tio nal meeting that was he’d in Russia in I96 0 
co unted 81 parties. No w there is talk o f 6 8. 
including the miniscule o rganizatio ns o f the 
United States and the natio ns o f Latin America. 
Like the Chinese and the Albanians, the Yugo ­ 
slav s hav e also castigated the co nference as 
a Russian co nspiracy . Yugo slav ia’s President 
Tito is repo rted to be o rganizing a riv al co n­ 
ference o f no naligned natio ns. 


ROMANIA, tho ugh o fficially a member o f 
the 
So v iet-do minated Warsaw Pact 
Military 
Organizatio n, is seeking the suppo rt o f West­ 
ern Co mmunists to thwart Mo sco w's imperial­ 
ist ambitio ns. 
Ro mania, like China and Yugo slav ia, fears 
the Kremlin’s po ’icy o f “ limited so v ereignty ” 
which, the Russians claim, giv es them the right 
to use armed fo rce against any Co mmunist 


co untry where “ so cialism is threatened.” 


Then there is the So v iet inv asio n o f Czecho ­ 
slo v akia and the reactio n it pro v o ked and still 


pro v o kes amo ng Western Co mmunists. 
The Italian and o ther Western Reds hav e 
made it clear that they will o ppo se any mo v e 
in Mo sco w to legitimize Russia’s act o f aggres­ 
sio n. No r are they likely to agree to ex co m­ 
municatio n o f China, Yugo slav ia and Albania. 
Ho wev er, it is fo r No rth Vietnam and No rth 
Ko rea that the So v iet-spo nso red co nference is 
a grav e challenge. As Asian natio ns and Chi­ 
na’s neighbo rs they need Mao Tse-tung’s friend­ 
ship. But, like Cuba, their v ery ex istence de­ 
pends o n So v iet military and eco no mic aid. 
So v iet President Po dgo rny who just v isited 
No rth Ko rea and No rth Vietnam is repo rted 
’*» hav e warned the leaders o f bo th co untries 
ex pect little aid fro m Russia if they fail to 
sno w up in Mo sco w o n J une 5.

Unrealistic 
Dissent 


WASHINGTON — While President Nix o n is 


try ing to nego tiate peace in Vietnam and bring 
an end to the war, critics o f v ario us kinds are 


stabbing him in the back. They are telling the 


wo rld that the American peo ple do no t want to 
spend so much mo ney fo r military o peratio as 
abro ad and wo uld rather use it fo r a v ariety o f 


pro grams o n the do mestic side. 
Mr. Nix o n so ught, in his speech Wednesday at 
the Air Fo rce Academy in Co lo rado , to tell the 


wo rld that the United States will no t surrender 
and will no t Igno re the many sacrifices that 
hav e been made to establish the principle that 


natio ns, large and small, sho u d hav e the righ 
o f self-determinatio n. 
But tho se who m the President calls the “ new 


iso latio nists" seem to think that the war in 
Vietnam is o f no impo rtance to the peo ple 
o f 
the United States. The crusade against the w r- 
has go ne so far that military leaders are ev > 
being dew'Mo ced fo r the strategy they use > 
the battlefields 


SOME OF THE SENATORS who hav e been 
making speeches co ndemning the President 
po licies claim they are no t attacking the mili­ 
tary men but o nly the “ po liticians ” Yet in Co n­ 
gress to day It is apparent that these same per­ 
so ns are play ing po litics themselv es, fo r the; 
think o ppo sitio n to the war is po pular. 
Mr. Nix o n, in his speech, po inted o ut that ttv ' 
“ iso latio nist scho o l o f tho ught” has simplistic 
and po werful slo gans such as “ charity begins a* 
ho me" o r “ iet’s first so lv e o ur pro blems at 
ho me and then we can deal with the pro blems 
o f the wo rld.” 
He added that, while these to uch a “ resp o n ­ 
siv e cho rd with many an o v erburdened tax pay ­ 
er, and it wo uld be easy fo r a president o f the 
United Stater, to buy so me po pularity by go ing 
alo n g with th e 
new iso latio n ists.'' it wo uld ev en ­ 
tually p ro v e to be “ disastro us fo r o ur n atio n 
an d th e wo rld ” 
Mo st o f the speeches made in criticism o f th e 
p o licies in Vietn am 
o f bo th the p resen t an d th e 
preceding administratio n are based o n the as­ 
su mp tio n that, if the United States quits the 
war, ev ery thing will be all right in So utheast 
Asia and the United States will nev er be “ en­ 
tangled” again. 
The President, ho wev er, emphasized that “ we 
must rev italize o ur alliances, 
no t 
abando n 
them,” and that "we must rule o ut unilateria 
disarmament because, In the real wo rld, It 
wo n’t wo rk.” 
What is amazing is that hardly any o f the 
critics are realistic abo ut what the enemy is 
do ing — the eno rmo us amo unt o f mo ney and 
suppo rt that the So v iet Unio n and Red China 
hav e giv en to No rth Vietnam and will co ntinue 
to giv e, particularly if the United States sho ws 
any sign o f weakness. 
One po ssibility , o f co urse, is that if 
America 
backs do wn in Vietnam, the Co mmunists will 
start tro uble between East and West Germany 
and will instigate new co nflicts in the Middle 
East and in So utheast Asia. 
What the President was apparently mo st co n­ 
cerned abo ut in hLs address is the effect the o d- 
po sitio n speeches in Co ngress may hav e o n the 
military serv ices themselv es. He was talking to 
y o ung men who are abo ut to beco me o fficers n 
the United States Air Fo rce. 


The 
President 
significantly 
ex plained 
the 
o bjectiv es o f the United States. He declared the 
United States must take calculated risks fo r 
peace, but added: 
“ We shall no t trade o ur defenses fo r a dis­ 
arming smile o r charming wo rds. We are pre­ 
pared fo r new initiativ es in the co ntro l o f arms, 
in the co ntex t o f o ther specific mo v es to reduce 
tensio ns aro und the wo rld. . . 
“ And I believ e this abo v e all: that this natio n 
shall co ntinue to be a so urce o f wo rld leader­ 
ship and a so urce o f freedo m’s strength, in cre­ 
ating a just wo rld o rder that will bring an end 
to war.” 


BUT, INSPIRING as were Mr. Nix o n’s wo rds 
to tho se who believ e the sacrifices In Vietnam 
sho uld no t be in v ain, the Co mmunists to day 
can read the American press and discern that a 
“ po litical co mplex ” has undermined the pres­ 
tige o f United States nego tiato rs in Paris and 
cast do ubt upo n the attitude o f Co ngress itself. 
The effect can o nly be that the enemy will be 
ev en mo re insistent o n American surrender. 
The United States will no t agree and the war 
will go o n indefinitely . 
The respo nsibility do r the pro lo ngatio n will be 
right here at ho me. Fo r, while the right o f dis- 
snet is legitimate, so metimes it is no t ex ercised 
with discretio n o r with regard to the true mean­ 
ing o f patrio tism.

It would be headed by 
the attorney general, who would 
appoint 10 of the members. 
The other members would be 
selected from the House and 
Senate. The final report of the 
commission would be made to 
the next session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
It is one of four bills to face 
the Senate for a floor vote. Six 
measures are due for action in 
the House. The session begins 
at 4 p.m. 
Two bills permitting Ohioans 
to donate their body or parts 
of it for transplant operations 
are among the measures.

form anatomical gift act.
